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1. NEXT STEPS ON NAMIBIA- 

WESTERN FIVE, AT COUNSELOR LEVEL, AGREED THAT JOINT ANALYSIS 
OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN RESPONSE TO THE WESTERN DEMARCHE COULD BE 
MORE USEFULLY DONE BY EMBASSIES IN CAPETOWN, BUT ALL REGARDED 
PM VORSTER'S RESPONSE AS POSITIVE AND A SOLID LEAD-IN 
TO JOINT DISCUSSIONS. OTHER FOUR BELIEVE STRONGLY THAT NEW YORK 
SHOULD NOT BE THE VENUE FOR THE INITIAL JOINT TALKS BECAUSE 
THEY WOULD NOT GET INTO REAL SUBSTANCE UNTIL HELD IN 
SOUTH AFRICA, AND EVERYTHING THAT HAPPENS IN NEW YORK LEADS 
TO AUTOMATIC NEGATIVE REACTION FROM SAG. THEY AGREED THAT 
SUBSTANTIVE TALKS SHOULD BE ENTERED INTO AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 
WITH SAG. THE FIVE THOUGHT IT PREMATURE TO INITIATE LIAISON 
WITH AFRICAN STATES BEYOND INFORMING THEM IN GENERAL TERMS OF 
WESTERN GOALS. FRG COUNSELOR VERGAU COMMENTED, ON LEAVING THE 
MEETING, THAT COMPLEX AS THE AMERICAN INITIATIVE IS, IT 
STRIKES TO THE HEART OF THE SOUTHERN AFRICAN PROBLEMS 
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AND OFFERS REAL HOPE OF MOVEMENT. HE ADDED THAT EVEN IF IT 
ACHIEVES NO FURTHER SUCCESS, IT HAS PROVIDED THE WESTERN 
DEMOCRACIES WITH A NEW, MORE VIABLE POSTURE FROM WHICH TO DEAL

4. SECURITY COUNCIL-BENIN'S COMPLAINT 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF LIBYA, ROMANIA. TOGO AND MADAGASCAR 
MADE STATEMENTS APRIL 12 AS THE COUNCIL CONTINUED DEBATE 
ON THE COMPLAINT OF BENIN. THE DEBATE IS TO BE CONTINUED AT 
10:30A.M., APRIL 13. WHEN THE REPRESENTATIVES OF 
MAURITANIA, CUBA, LAO PEOPLES DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC, EGYPT, 

SOMALIA AND SENEGAL ARE LISTED TO SPEAK. IN ADDITION, BENIN 
AND GUINEA ARE TO SPEAK UNDER RIGHT OF REPLY. 

NEW DOCUMENTS RECEIVED BY THE COUNCIL INCLUDED: STATEMENT 
BY THE POLITICAL BUREAU OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY OF THE IVORY 
COAST REJECTING ALLEGATIONS IN BENIN S NATIONAL REPORT AS 
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"FALSE" (S/12320); AND THE BENIN NATIONAL REPORT (S/12319/- 
ADD.l ) WHICH CONCLUDED THAT "THIS BARBAROUS AND SAVAGE 
IMPERIALIST AGGRESSION WAS CAREFULLY PREPARED, FINANCED AND 
PERPETRATED BY FRENCH IMPERIALISM" IN COLLABORATION WITH THE 
GOVERNMENTS OF THE KINGDOM OF MOROCCO, GABON AND TOGO, 

AND WITH THE COMPLICITY OF THE GOVERNMENTS OF THE IVORY COAST 
AND SENEGAL. 

LIBYA-KIKHIA, A MEMBER OF THE SC FACT-FINDING MISSION SENT 

TO BENIN, BEGAN BY SAYING HIS DELEGATION HAD TAKEN THE NOMINATION 

OF AMB YOUNG AS A SIGN OF CHANGE. HOWEVER, HE COULD NOT CONCEAL 

THE FACT THAT THIS OPTIMISTIC NOTE HAD BEEN CLOUDED BY DOUBTS 

WHEN HIS DELEGATION READ "PECULIAR STATEMENTS" ATTRIBUTED TO AMB YOUNG, 

SUCH AS ASSERTIONS THAT THE US WOULD HELP ONE AFRICAN 
COUNTRY AGAINST ITS SO-CALLED MILITANT NEIGHBOR. AFTER 
DEFENDING THE "COMPLETE DEVOTION AND TOTAL OBJECTIVITY" 

OF THE MISSION TO BENIN, KIKHIA SAID THAT FROM THE OUTSET 
HE HAD BEEN DISTURBED BY "THE STRANGE ATTITUDE OF THE 
MASS MEDIA, A NEGATIVE ATTITUDE" WHICH HAD SPREAD DOUBTS ABOUT 
EVENTS IN COTONOU. A CAREFUL STUDY OF THE DOSSIER. WITH AN 
UNDERSTANDING OF WHAT WAS HAPPENING IN AFRICA AND THE WORLD 
TODAY, COULD GIVE RISE TO THE IMPRESSION THAT "SOMEWHERE 
THERE EXIST TYPES OF SPECIALIZED GROUPS AND ORGANIZATIONS 
USING MERCENARIES AND ADVENTURERS WITH A VIEW TO OVERTHROWING 
PROGRESSIVE AND ANTI-IMPERIALIST GOVERNMENTS AND REGIMES". 

THERE WAS AN INDICATION OF "A KIND OF UNHOLY ALLIANCE BETWEEN 
THE FORCES OF DOMINATION AND EXPLOITATION IN THE WORLD" 

TO COMBAT DEMOCRATIC FORCES IN AFRICA AND THE THIRD WORLD. 

IT WAS INCUMBENT UPON ALL STATES TO COOPERATE WITH THE SC TO 
GATHER MORE INFORMATION AND VERIFY THE DOCUMENTATION AND DATA 
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ON THE ATTACK AGAINST BENIN. EFFECTIVE MEASURES MUST BE 
TAKEN BY THE SC AND THE GA TO COORDINATE THE FIGHT AGAINST 
MERCENARISM, KIKHIA DECLARED. AMONG THESE MEASURES, HE 
SUGGESTED GOVERNMENTS CONSIDER CREATING AN APPROPRIATE LEGAL 
INSTRUMENT, POSSIBILITY OF INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE, 
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CREATING AN INTERNATIONAL CENTER FOR EXCHANGING INFORMATION, 
AND/OR ESTABLISHMENT OF A SPECIAL UN COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE 
PROBLEM OF MERCENARIES. IN CONCLUSION, HE SAID LIBYA WAS 
"EXTREMELY SAD" TO SEE AFRICANS DIVIDED IN THE PRESENT 
DEBATE, BUT FELT THAT THE DIVISION REFLECTED THE FIGHT WITHIN 
THE THIRD WORLD BETWEEN "THE PAST AND THE FUTURE, PROGRESS 
AND REACTION". 
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ROMANIA— DATCU REMARKED THAT AMB YOUNG'S DEVOTION AND ZEAL AS 
MARCH SC PRESIDENT CREATED AN ATMOSPHERE OF RELAXED 
FRIENDSHIP. THE SC, HE CONTINUED, SHOULD CONDEMN THE ATTACK 
AGAINST BENIN AND THE CRIMINAL USE OF MERCENARIES, AND SHOULD 
REAFFIRM THE PRINCIPLE OF REPARATION FOR THE DAMAGE BENIN 
HAD SUFFERED IN THE ATTACK. HE CONCLUDED BY SAYING THAT 
AFRICAN PROBLEMS SHOULD BE RESOLVED BY THE AFRICANS 
THEMSELVES, BY PEACEFUL MEANS. 

TOGO-KODJOVI HOPED THAT THE INITIATIVES AMB YOUNG HAD 
TAKEN TOWARD SOUTHERN AFRICA WOULD RESTORE IUSTICE AND CALM 
TO THE AREA. TURNING TO BENIN'S COMPLAINT, HE SAID THE VERACITY 
OF THE PRISONER AND THE DOCUMENTS HAD NOT BEEN ESTABLISHED; 

A MULTI-FACETED MYSTERY SURROUNDED EVENTS IN COTONOU; 

AND THE INVESTIGATION SHOULD GO ON TO FIND THOSE WHO WERE 
RESPONSIBLE. HE COMMENTED THAT THE "EXTRAORDINARY REVOLUTIONARY 
FERVOR" INJECTED INTO THE DEBATE BY BENIN ALSO RAISED 
QUESTIONS. HE CALLED BENIN S ALLEGATIONS AGAINST TOGO 
"SLANDEROUS" AND "SHOCKING," DENIED TOGO HAD ANYTHING 
TO DO WITH THE EVENTS, AND STATED THAT BENIN S IDEOLOGY DID 
NOT AFFECT TOGO'S FRIENDSHIP TOWARD THAT COUNTRY. HE ADDED 
IT WAS INCREDIBLY NAIVE TO ACCUSE A LEADER SUCH AS THE 
PRESIDENT OF TOGO. ON INSTRUCTIONS FROM HIS GOVERNMENT, 

HE ASKED THAT ALL THE FACT-FINDING MISSIONS, INCLUDING THE 
ONE SENT BY THE SC, GO TO TOGO TO MAKE THE NECESSARY 
INVESTIGATION AND ESTABLISH THE TRUTH. 

MADAGASCAR-RABETAFIKA DEFENDED THE PROBITY OF THE SC MISSION, 

THE DOCUMENTS, AND THE WITNESS. NOTING THE PARADOX BETWEEN 
HIGHLY TRAINED COMMANDOS AND THEIR KEEPING SUCH 
INCRIMINATING DOCUMENTS, HE SAID THE PRISONER AND THE DOCUMENTS 
CORROBORATED EACH OTHER. IT WAS NOT CREDIBLE TO ATTEMPT TO 
LIMIT THE DIMENSION JUST TO AFRICA. THE TRUE DIMENSION 
WAS AN ATTEMPT TO DESTABILIZE CERTAIN AFRICAN COUNTRIES. 
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THE SC HAD TOPREVENT SUCH ATTACKS IN THE FUTURE AND IT 
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SHOULD CONSIDER MEANS TO PROTECT COUNTRIES FROM THE USE 
OF MERCENARIES AND THE IMPERIALIST CIRCLES USING THEM, 

HE SAID. (REPEATED INFO ABIDJAN, BUCHAREST, CONAKRY, 

COTONOU, DAKAR, LIBREVILLE, LOME, RABAT, TANANARIVE, TRIPOLI) 

(INDIAN COUNSELOR MULYE (WHO WAS INDIA’S REPRESENTATIVE 
ON THE SC MISSION TO BENIN) TOLD MISOFF IF THE AFRICAN GROUP 
ACCEPTS THE WORKING PAPER ON BENIN PREPARED BY THE AFRICAN 
SC MEMBERS, THE NONALIGNED WILL LOOK AT IT APRIL 13. 

CANADA AND FRANCE HAVE DIFFICULTIES WITH ONE PREAMBULAR 
PARAGRAPH AND OPERATIVE PARA 7, WHICH INVOLVES THE SYG AND 
LEAVES OPEN POSSIBILITY OF COMPENSATION, USUN LEARNED.) 

5. ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL- 

ECOSOC BEGAN ITS 62ND SESSION APRIL 12, ADOPTING A 16-POINT 
AGENDA AND AGREEING ON THE ORGANIZATION OF WORK FOR THE FIVE- 
WEEK PERIOD. THE SOCIAL COMITE IS TO HOLD ITS FIRST MEETING 
APRIL 13, AND THE COUNCIL AND ECONOMIC COMITE ARE SCHEDULED TO 
MEET WEEK OF APRIL 18. THE FIRST ITEMS TO BE CONSIDERED IN 
PLENARY ARE ASSISTANCE TO DROUGHT STRICKEN ETHIOPIA, 

FOLLOWED BY DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM AND RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION. IT WAS AGREED WITHOUT OBJECTION TO CONSIDER 
THEELECTION OF TWO WEO MEMBERS TO THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS 
OF THE UN SPECIAL FUND. MAKEYEV (SOVIET UNION) COMPLAINED 
THAT THE DOCUMENTATION FOR ALL ITEMS IN ALL LANGUAGES HAD 
NOT BEEN AVAILABLE SIX WEEKS PRIOR TO THE OPENING OF THE 
SESSION. DURING THE DISCUSSION, THE UK SUGGESTED TAKING 
UP THE QUESTION OF DOCUMENTATION AT THE END OF THE CURRENT 
SESSION: CANADA PROPOSED THAT THE SECRETARIAT PREPARE A WORKING 
PAPER SETTING OUT THE FACTUAL SITUATION REGARDING DOCUMENTATION; 
AND ECOSOC SECRETARY EXPRESSED THE OPINION THAT THE QUESTION 
SHOULD BE LOOKED AT IN THE MUCH BROADER SENSE OF THE WHOLE 
WAY IN WHICH DOCUMENTATION WAS REQUESTED, PROCESSED AND 
CONSIDERED BY THE COUNCIL. 
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6. BISHOP MUZOREWA'S PRESS CONFERENCE- 

AT PRESS CONFERENCE SPONSORED BY UNITED METHODIST 
COMMUNICATIONS, BISHOP MUZOREWA, OF THE AFRICAN NATIONAL COUNCIL 
(ANC), READ A SHORT PREPARED TEXT WHICH, INTER ALIA, 
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OUTLINED THE PLAN ADOPTED BY THE ANC (MARCH 27, 1977) BY 
5,000 DELEGATES FROM ALL OVER ZIMBABWE. ANC WAS CONVINCED 
THIS COULD BRING ABOUT THE DESIRED CONCLUSION OF THE 
PRESENT WAR. STATING THAT ANC'S MAIN GOAL IS TOTAL AND 
UNCONDITIONAL MAJORITY RULE NOW, MUZOREWA CALLED FOR A 
NATIONAL REFERENDUM TO CHOOSE A NATIONAL LEADER BY THE 
PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE AS A WHOLE WHO WOULD BE CHARGED WITH THE 
RESPONSIBILITY OF ESTABLISHING THE TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT. 

HE APPEALED TO ALL PEOPLE OF GOODWILL TO SUPPORT THE ANC 
PLAN. DURING QUESTION AND ANSWER PERIOD, HE OFFERED AS AN 
ASIDE THAT THE SPLIT BETWEEN NKOMO AND MUGABE HAS LARGELY 
BEEN PROMOTED BY THE PRESS AND THE FRONTLINE STATES AND 
THAT IT IS NOT AS GREAT AS HAS BEEN REPORTED. HE COMMENTED 
THAT DESPITE HIS REPEATED REQUESTS FOR HELP ON BEHALF OF 
THE ANC, HE HAD FACED A LACK OF WILL FROM THE WEST.

7. COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA STANDING COMMITTEE III 

THE COMITE, WHICH DEALS WITH THE DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION 
CONCERNING NAMIBIA, APPROVED APRIL 1 1 A DRAFT ISSUE OF THE 
"NAMIBIA BULLETIN", WHICH IS TO BE ISSUED SHORTLY BY THE 
OFFICE OF THE UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA. IT REVIEWS RECENT 
DEVELOPMENTS IN THE TERRITORY AND SUMMARIZES EVENTS CONCERNING 
NAMIBIA DURING THE SECOND HALF OF 1976. COMMISSIONER 
AHTISAARI INDICATED HIS OFFICE HOPED TO PUBLISH ANOTHER 
ISSUE IN ADVANCE OF THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE, AS WELL AS A 
SPECIAL ISSUE IN THE EVENT OF A SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE ON 
NAMIBIA. THE COMITE DECIDED TO RECOMMEND TO THE COUNCIL FOR 
NAMIBIA THAT THE NEWSLETTER ENTITLED "NAMIBIA IN THE NEWS", 

WHICH IS CURRENTLY ISSUED TO COUNCIL MEMBERS BY THE 
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COMMISSIONER'S OFFICE, BE DISTRIBUTED IN FUTURE TO ALL 
UN MEMBER STATES AND TO CORRESPONDENTS ACCREDITED TO THE UN. 
CHAIRMAN PAVICEVIC (YUGOSLAVIA) ASKED THE COMMISSIONER'S 
OFFICE TO INVESTIGATE THE POSSIBILITY OF AN APPEARANCE BY 
A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE COUNCIL ON A LOCAL US TELEVISION 
STATION IN ORDER TO SET OUT THE COUNCIL'S VIEW ON 
NAMIBIA TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 

8. COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL 
TERRITORIES- 

THE SUBCOMITE APPROVED ITS DRAFT REPORT ON PITCAIRN 
APRIL 12, AS WELL AS A CONSENSUS STATEMENT FOR ADOPTION 
BY THE COMITE OF 24 WHICH WOULD NOTE THE UK POLICY TO 
PRESERVE THE ISLAND COMMUNITY LIFE AS LONG AS THE PEOPLE OF 
PITCAIRN WISH AND ARE PHYSICALLY ABLE TO REMAIN ON 
THE ISLAND, AND WELCOME UK EFFORT TO IMPROVE COMMUNICATIONS, 
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HARBOR FACILITIES, WATER SUPPLY, ETC., AND POSSIBILITY OF 
PROVIDING AN AIRSTRIP.
